Local education agencies (LEAs) must submit a Gifted and Talented Education Service Report (SR) once every three years 
by October 1st in accordance with the school year the district undergoes a comprehensive New Jersey Single 
Accountability Continuum (NJQSAC) review. Districts that are scheduled for the [insert school year] NJQSAC 
comprehensive review must submit an updated SR by October 1, [insert year]. The purpose of the LEA SR is to meet the 
legislative requirements to identify and serve identified gifted and talented students, including Multilingual Learners, 


students with Individualized Education Plans or 504 Plans, and their families as established in the Strengthening Gifted 
and Talented Education Act (N.J.S.A. 18A:34-39). The SR requires LEAs to review their current gifted and talented + O 


education program and respond to questions regarding the policies and procedures used to implement services. \

The district is required to make provisions for an ongoing kindergarten through grade 12 identification process for 
gifted and talented students. This process must include multiple measures to identify a student's strengths in intellec- 
tual ability, creativity, or a specific academic area. LEAs are required to ensure equal access to all students in their 
identification policy and procedures to include Multilingual Learners and those with Individualized Education Plans or 
504 plans.
